Messrs Dent aid Uo.'s 
chief factory is st Worcester, but tliey have 
large factories also at Paris, Grenoble and 
-Bruwels, The kid-skin passes through many 
roceasen, all of which are done by men, 
efore it furnishes work for even one singlo 
woman. At Inst, after it has been unhaired, 
dressed, nourished, staked, soaked in ogg. 
yelk—three nillion eggs a year are used in 
‘this work—driod, siruiued, stretched, pared, 
and cut: into shape, it is then punched, 
After this the women’s work begins. Hn- 
lish work for strength and trustworthinesa 
18 superior to that of any country, but wages 
are JO per cent, higher. To learn the art 
of plain. sewing on apprenticeship of from 
two to four months is necessary, but to be- 
como proficient in it alonger time isrequired. 
There are about four yards of very close 
sewing in an yrdinary-size, ten-button lady's 
Jove, aud the prices for sewing gloves vary 
From 2a.

‘fully. ‘The other defendants wore drunk 
and creating 9 disturbance by hooting and 
pulling him round about, 

John Smith, eecond mate of the ‘ship 
‘said:—Yosterday, after anchoring,  de- 
fendants got liquor from 2 bumboat and 
gotdrunk, ‘They were singing and quar- 
relling. The master camo on board about 
G o'clock, when the 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th 
defendants asked for leave. They wero 
ordered: forward. Another man asked for 
leave, which was refused. This man abused 
the Captain and struck him, The meater 
then asked the steward ‘for his revolver. 
The man went forward, The 2nd de- 
fendant and. the other man came aft. 
They abusod the Captain, who told them 
to go- forward. Second defondant: then 
hauled off and struck tho Captain, knock- 
ing him duwn. He also tovk the revolyer 
out of the Captain’s hand, Firat defendant 
then came und interfered, I told him not 
to.

towards morning but ivas rodely awakened 
by a big tom cat, who poiscd himself for & 
spring fromoff my legs to thetopof the funnel 
—at least I suppose he intonded getting up 
that height, judging from the tremendous 
kick off ho took from poor me, Then the 
French sounded the morning reveille ; and a 
little later the Aferlin’s boatewain hap- 
penkd to wake up, so he sounded three 
bells and blew his whistle with great fury, 
which caused a head here and there to pop 
up out of a hammock. 

The end of it all was that the crow 
got up and messed about the decks with 
scrubbing brushes and water, aud I hnd to 
beat a retreat to the stern, treading 
on the Captain's little boy who was digging 
at his‘eyes with his knuckles, When the 
haze cleared off—no, I mean when my cyes 
wero thoroughly opencd{ 1° peered “round 
and found that combatants and non-combat 
ants wore all muddled up together, there 
being a little Chinese gunboat ap stream off 
the Arsenal, then the Merlin, closo astern of 
her a British brig; about 60 yards further 
down tho Ohineso corvette Yauy Woo and a 
Tevenue cruiser, with the French gunboat 
Aspic aboam; an alphabetical boat a littlebe- 
lowhor dominated by the French sloop Volta, 
with Admiral Courbet’s flag at the fare;'a 
litle further on was the Fronch gunboat 
Lyne purring over another unfortunate 
alphabetical boat—the whole lot being in'a 
bunch with only the spaco of about 50 yards 
between each, so that had they opaned fire 
they'd have blown cach other out of the 
water and ‘given the Araonal, 
clogs by, and the English Consulate, perched 
ona hill about 160 foot high and only 300 
yards away, a good dusting. Then- almost 
round the corner of Pagoda island was 
moored tho Fronch cruiser Duguay 
Trouin, her great black hull, with a 
Jong snout to hor bows, and tall straight 
masts giving her a formidable appearance, 
Close to her was the Kroungtuxg with a 
Tot of treasute awaiting delivery, -2s the. 
Banks up at Foochow were not anxious to 
increase their résponsibilitics at so trying a 
timo. Further down was the Glencoe and 2 
Barque. i 

We fortified ourselves irom tie mnurning 
mists by a hot cup of chocolate, and, uftera 
bath, Captain Brenton, his sun and T put 
off in a sampan and went round the flect to 
ses how the land lay. By the way, ] must 
mention that whilst'T was below dressing, 
Banan-of-war’s boat came alongside and -a 
French officer stepped on board. for a chat 
with the captain, who, like all officials, was 
nof over communicative about this morning 
call; but mentioned that the officer told 
him that the Admiral would givo due no. 
tica before opening fire, omitting to men- 
tion how long after the notice was given 
before he would wade in. Well, wo fixet had 
a@ look at the Aspic, a long low boat paluted 
white, with stall funnel having the usual 
pat lid fitted to it, 3 pole masts raking aft, 
docks clesred foraction, guns with shields 
‘up in front, and Hotchkiss guns all handy 
on the..bulwarks. The officers. were all 
fussing around and the men 1 making then: 
selves very hat and dirty, a great ‘contrast 
to the Chinese, who cleared for action by. 
smartening up for broskfast, and Idoked’ 
like our chair coolies in their Synday beat. 
Wo locked up the Vuléo next; she wag 
yery quiet, ha¢ awnings set and » Suadey 
garb; the next boat, the Lynx, looked a 
Little ‘rip’ with her black sides, cocky nose, 
barkers trained and shielded, stages in 
tho tops for riflemen and long sincke stack. 
From her'we wenton to the Duguay Trouin, 
which is zeally @ yery fue cruiser, barring 
one grest fanlt to an Englislunan’s eyes 
and that is her rudder post is ton’ exposed, 
having o clipper stern, but perhaps she 
dovsn't intend to show her heels fo the foe.

I omitted to mention thet all the combat- 
anta had atoam up, both French and Chi-.

The 
Frenchmen stood to their guus for fully two 
hours ; I boliove the slightest movement of 
avy ‘of the. Chinese would have opened 
hostilities. . Aftor ‘bronkEoat, there was 
morning inspection on the Merlin, the men 
looking vory amart and the officers very un- 
happy in their thick uniform coate, it being a 
broiling hot day with not’ a. breath of sir 
stirring, but. there the French wore still at 
it with awnings triced up. 

We had. morning service. I was much 
struck with thecontraat betwen the peaceful 
atray of men on board tho English ship; sing- 
ing a hyum to tho accompaniment of a har- 
monium on ‘the main deck, and those others 
snarling away at each other, -longing to 
bark and: bite, and ¥ don't think I shall be 
far wrong in adding that on ove sido they 


shore not promised fo shorten éach bya 
head did they date do auch a thing. 

The Doctor of the , Anchorage came off 
with a tin bux to deposit for safe keoping, 
and le lent his baat for the Osptuin and I to 
goashoroand look up the Consulate... It was 
terribly hot, working up tho leo side of a 
hil ons hot day; the Consulate felt deli- 
ciously cool after so hot a climb, We found 


deserted, as all his domestics, barring the 
indispenenbles, viz. the cook and boy, had 
taken fright and skedaddled with tho rest of 
the. shore. people and’ sampan ‘men 
during “the. night.- They said. they 
didnt inind the French, bnt a squad 
of Chineso soldiers—somo fiftocn hundred 
who had taken up thoir quarters on tho 
Tiso at the ‘back of the Arsenal wera a 
little too much for thom—it was time to go. 
The Chinese soldiers ate terrible rascals ; 
they bullied tho people and impressed all 
their boats, omitting to pray anything for 
their use ; why, in the early morning some 
men wanted to go on board the Kavangtuny 
and the buatmen refused to take $10 to row a 
few hundred yards, They said their mothers 
were calling them and, being dutiful sons, 
they were off, This: was rather awkward for 
tae, a5 I did'nt see my way to getting homo 
again, but later on Theard that Jardine’s 
launch would go ip aa soon a8 she gotthe 
letters from an inward bound steamer, so 
tay ming was eased down and I was able to 
enjoy + good tifin when we returaed oa 
board, although it was fizzinghot. Another 


‘| Frenchman came in during the forenoon— 


the Chatedu Renaud; she anchored in a 
handy spot for popping shells over the spur 
of a low hill down into the back windows of 
the Arsenal, also to have a slap at somo 
earthworks. thrown up during Saturday 
night on the said spur in clese proximity to 
the Vice-Consulate. 

The launch coming alongside shortly after. 
tifin, 1 bade farewell to. the goo'l people 
of the Merlin and came up to town in com- 
pany with the skipper and hia wife of the 
newly arrived steamer, who said that the 
people at Hongkong knew nothing about 
the little game being playod here. So 
endeth my narrative of my trip to the seene 
of action. 

July 22nd. 

Wo were right in thinking that the French 
were all ready tu open fire yesterday morn- 
ing, dnd on Sunday night the Admiral, 
hearing some movement on board the Chi- 
nese ships, had the electric light turned on 
to them and immediately seu} off « note in- 
forming them that if'any dared to movo 
they would. be blown out of the water!!
